I have suggested two things; an 
early variety of oats and early seed- 
ing of the same. We know that 
oats give us a higher yield per acre 
if matured during the cool part. of 
the growing season. The fertilizer 
hastens growth and will help to con 


tol root rots. There is another ad- 
vantage of the early seeding and 
fertilizing to be considered. You 


can get the crop off the land before 
the wild oats mature. Quite possibly, 
this field of oats will be harvested 
before the wheat crop, thus spread- 
ing out your harvest operations and 


creating a saving by good farm 
management. 
We now have two. crops’. of 


stubble on this field, the wheat and 
oat stubble. This should give us a 
good trash cover. You also realize 
that you have taken off two crops 
with only one cultivation instead of 
fallowing, and also controlled your 
annual Weeds by spraying. The early 
planting should give a measure of 
wild oat controll. To add to the 
above advantages are increased 
trash cover, firm soil with no dan- 
ger of drifting, and lastly, your 
water erosion has been minimized. 

How about the third crop on this 
same field? In this case, I suggest a 
barley crop although there is no 
objection to planting oats again, 
For the sake of argument, let us 
assume that some wild oats are 
present. Then an early maturing 
barley is needed. The best we have 
at present is Olli. This barley is a 
malting baley but is often used for 
an early feed barley. My second 
choice is Warrior. It is a hooded 
barley used for feed and almost as 
early maturing as Olli. 

The suggested procedure in this 
crop year would be to spray the 
field to be. planted to barley if 
necessary. In this seeding, it differs 
from the oats in that we delay seed- 
ing until the first to the fifth of 
June, Use the tiller to seed the 
barley, fertilize and pack as recom- 
mended previously. This barley crop 
will be our third stubble for a trash 
cover, 

It may be necessary to incorpor- 
ate some of this trash on the fourth 
year. If so, do it early to permit

maximum decomposition. There 
may be some difficulty from repeat- 
ed scattering of straw from the 
combine. It may be possible’ to 
back-swath one or two widths of 
the combine iv order to yet the 
straw deposited on the ground in a 
different place. We do have feed 
cutting machines that travel, and 
are powered by a power take-off. 
With little remodeling, these ma- 
chines could be used to cut, level 
and spread the trash accumulated 
in windrows, 

Some farmers have 
visable to use the 
feet on the duchfoot cultivators to 
penetrate deeper and aerate the 
soil. If a cutting box has been used 
to mulch the straw, the duckfoot 
will do a good job. One thing to re- 
member is that the lighter the crop 
the less the stubble, so be careful 
how you handle the tillage so 
not to bury these light stubbles. 

By refraining from summer fall- 
owing land, your harvest operations 
will cover the entire farm, not half 
of it as in former years. Some farm- 
ers may find it necessary to seed 
a part of their farm land to grass 
to reduce the acreage being handled 
each year. Seeding grass or forage 
would be good business on any 
farm because it builds the soil and 
edds fiber.
